But while such a list has no standing as evidence, it at least 


breeds suspicion. It does not need the alert intelligence .of a 
Sherlock Holmes to see in it the suggestion of a clue, by the 
pursuit of which the mystery of the. great prosperity of certain 
well-known bootleggers at the Capital might be obtained. It 
is emphatically not a thing to be ignored. The eagerness of 
heads of departments to point out that there is no absolute evi- 
dence of guilt on the part of their subordinates presented by 
this list is perhaps excusable on the plea that it is their duty 
to defend the personnel responsible to them.

Officers of the Army and Navy take an especial-oath to sup- 


port the Constitution of the United States, and of that Consti- 
tution the prohibition amendment is clearly an integral part. 
The Acting Secretary of the Navy, Mr. Roosevelt, says con- 
cerning the suspicion created: 


"In so far as the Navy Department is concerned it regards 


the matter as distinctly under civil authority, and one, there- 
fore, over which, it cannot exercise any jurisdiction. If the 
sales had been made in naval territory that would be a horse 
of another color, and then the Navy Department would take 
tip the matter and investigate." 


And the Acting Secretary of War, Mr. Davis, is quoted as 


taking a similar view, saying: 


"The mere fact that the names of army officers appear with 


many other names on an address list captured in a raid on a 
bootlegger does not justify an inference detrimental to such 
officers or to the military service. Investigation, if one is 
deemed necessary, is up to the civil authorities." 


It does not seem "that the heads of these great departments 


of the federal executive are manifesting in this matter the de- 
votion to the fundamental law and the eagerness to partici- 
pate in its enforcement which the people have a right to de- 
mand of them. The positions they hold involve certain re- 
' spcnsibilities. Above all people, they should hold themselves 
free from any suspicion of being willing to connive at the 
systematic violation of the Constitution. Instead of attempt- 
ing, in the parlance of the streets,- to "pass the buck," they 
should be. eager to make such an investigation as will clear the 
name of their departments, or bring the guilty violators of the 
law to justice. This is a matter in which the private citizen 
might perhaps be justified in taking advantage of the techni- 
calities of the law. 
From such action the Secretary of the 


Navy, or of War, or their immediate subordinates, are em- 
phatically estopped. They are executive officers of the Na- 
tion. It is their duty to be alert to see to it that the national 
laws are observed, and especially .by those who are their sub- 
ordinates. 
Neither Acting Secretary Roosevelt nor Acting- 


Secretary Davis has acquitted himself creditably, or done other 
than bring disrepute upon his conduct of the department of 
which he is one of the heads by the attitude he has publicly 
assumed on this question.—Christian Science Monitor.

Finger Prints. 


It has'been suggested that persons who buy pistols be re- 


quired to leave their finger prints as a part of the record." The 
Bertillon expert at District police headquarters has recom- 
mended this, and is-quoted as saying: "If we are going to have 
a system requiring a permit to purchase a gun it would be a 
good idea to put the applicant's finger prints on the applica- 
tion. Then if the man has a criminal record we can find out 
whether he gives his right name or not." 


When a bad man wants to buy a gun the matter of giving a 


record of himself does not give him much concern. His own 
name? Any other name will do as well, and he thinks it will 
'do a great deal better. It is the same thing in the matter of his 
address. Any old address will answer the purpose. Of course, 
if when a man makes application to buy a gun the police de- 
partment should seek to verify the answers .made by the appli- 
cant, that would be another matter. But the finger print pro- 
posal has something to commend it. It is believed that the 
purchaser or prospective purchaser of a pistol cannot falsify 
his own finger tips. 


There is a strong prejudice among honest folk against being 


finger printed, but it is probably true that the honest citizen 
'desiring to keep a pistol in the house for emergencies, and who 
gives his name and address, would not hesitate at leaving a 
register of his finger tips, knowing that the thing is done for 
the public good.—Washington Star.

Sure enough—and 
all that comes on a relatively few peo- 
ple—those who suffer from tubercu- 
losis . 
But colds^ in one year cause 


double the.loss of time that tubercu- 
losis does! True the loss is distribu- 
ted over the whole population -and no 
one person notices any great effect on 
himself 
Nevertheless, in one item of 


loss of time (not of course in suffering" 
disease and death), colds run ahead of 
tuberculosis—in fact colds do just 
twice as much damage in this item. 


"VVha't spread colds? Just the same 


things exactly that spread most of our 
other infectious diseases—the transfer 
from the patient to others of the disT 
charges of his nose and mouth. You 
sneeze or cough and your mouthspray 
flips wide; but even when you talk, 
mouthspray in smaller amounts, it is 
true, flies out also, though not so far.
